Projects in this book use metal, wooden and plastic 
rings. For heavy projects be sure you use a welded 
metal ring. The weight of a hanger could pull a non- 
welded ring apart and cause your project to fall. On 
projects which call for metal rings that will not be 
wrapped be sure you use a non-corrosive ring. 


CERAMICS 


| have not listed specific ceramic pieces under Ma- 
terials so you are free to choose your own depending 
on your own tastes and what is available in your locale.
